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Abortions snag Clinton nominee

WASHINGTON — Henry Foster Jr., 
President CItbtbn*s choice for surgeon 
general, revealed Friday he had j>crfQrm^_ 
“fewer than a dozen" abortions during 
nearly 30 years as an obstetricion-gynccdl* 
ogist. 

The abortions "were primarily to save 
the lives of the women or because the 
women had been the victim of rape or in- 
cest," Foster said in a staiemcht. 

He said he also personolly had delivered 
“more than 10,000 babies." 

, The revelation seemed certain to pose' 


obstacles lo confinnaiion for the 61-ycar- 
old medical educator. Foster served last 
year as acting president of traditionally 
black Meharry. Medical College in* 
Nashville, Tenn.. wher e he also had be e n a 
vice president and dean. 

Sen. Nancy Kossebaum. R-Kan., who 
chairs the Senate Labor and Human Re- 
sources Committee, “is extremely disap- 
pointed in the way the White House has 
handled this oominalion," said spokesman 
Mike Hoiak. 

That committee holds confirmation hear- 
ings on surgeon general nominees. 

tCasscbaum was infom^ed privately at a

that Foster was under consideration, and 
she asked if he had performed abortions. 

She was told Monday that “he had per- 
fbnn ed one thero pcutic ab ortion and now 
she heore today that many moTe' hod been 
performed, some ostensibly not therapeu- 
tic."

Blastjirobe^

TWIN FALI^ - New evidence suggests 
a flammable liquid might have been in- 
volved in an explosion Tuesday which 
flattened a house and seriously burned its 
renter, fire ofTicials said Friday. 

State Fire Marshal Donald Bailey is in- 
vestigating (he explosion at 232 Ash 
Street. Investigators there discovered a 
blackened, S-foot-wide semi*ctrcular bum 
pattern on the concrete fioor of Wilson’s, ' 
bedroom, said Phillip Clough, commander 
. ofthe Twin Falls Fire Department. 

“The indicators point away from the 
idea that it was a natural-gas explosion,"' 
Clough said. 

The pattern suggests a flammable liquid 
of some kind - but that’s not enough to 
explain how the entire house blew up 
Tuesday afternoon, Clough said. 

"Thot’s what makes it so bizarre,"

SALMON — With Idaho’s salm^Kbips 
played out and its wildlife managers under 
siege, Norm Guth is leaving for a spocts- 
man's paradise in Alaska. 

The 56-ycar-oId Salmon-area outfitter 
and Idaho Fish and Game Commission 
member says bureaucratic intrusion is 
making it increasingly difficult to moke a . 
living in the Idaho tnckcountry. 

“Regulation in Idaho controls everything 
so we can’t grow or expand.” 

So Guth and his two sons have pur- 
chased 160 acres near Lake Iliomna, about 
SO miles from Anchorage. His first 
glimpse of nearby Cook Inlgt delfghied 
him after years of watching Id^o’s migra-. 


“We didn't see thousands of salmbii. we ' 
saw millions of salmon," Guth said. 

The Guths will ofTer fishing on four 
streams choked with migraiing'salmon.

Snowstorms leave white blanket from Midwest into East

A winter stonn strengthened in the. Midwest Friday afler 
depositng scvcrol inches of snow in Missouri. Indiana and 
Illinois. 

It threatened to unlood more as it beaded east. 

Winter sloim warnings and heavy snow warnings were in 
cflect through today from the Ohio Valley into the central 
Appalachians and the mid-Atlantic region. 

Dy mid-oflemoon Friday, 1 to 3 inches of snow had accu- 
mulated in parts of central Illinois, south-central Indioiu and 
eastern Missouri. 

As much as a foot of snow was possible in pons of Ohio 
and West Virginia, ond the Notional Weather Service fore- 
cast up to 16 inches in the western Pennsylvania mountains 
and 6 inches in New York City. 

Snow also fell Friday around the northern Plains and 
Great Lakes as a cold front swept south from Canada. Snow 


flurries combined with high wind in ports of North Dakota 
cut cut visibility to near zero in some places. 

Winds gusled to almost 50 mph from the Red River Vol- 
ley on the Minnesota-North Dakota state line into eastern 
Iowa and Nebraska. 

High pressure dominating most of the West continued to 
produce hot weather from southern California across the 
Southwest and into the Rockies. 

Friday afternoon's high temperature for the lower 48 
stales was 92 at Torrance. Calif. ^ 

A cold front ocross the Southeast produced o threat of rain 
showers and thunderstorms, with a possibility of severe 
weather in Georgia, Florida and the Corolinos. 

Elsewhere, rain persisted in the Pacific Northwest. 

Friday morning's low for the lower 48 states was 22 be- 
low zero at Clayton Lake. Maine. The lowest wind chill was 
32 below zero at Caribou. Maine. 


Quake traps 2 Wyoming miners 


GREEN RIVER, Wyo. (AP) — Mine rescue tcarhs 
were searching 1,600 feet underground Friday night 
for two trona miners who were missing after an 
earthquake in southwestern Wyoming that sent nine 
other miners to a Rock Springs hospital. 

Two 8-membcr teams were inside the Solvay Min- 
erals' trona mine about 22 miles west of Rock 
Springs looking for the miners reported missing aHcr 
the earthquake measured at S.4 shook Sweetwater 
County on Friday' morning. 

The teams searching the mine on foot were forced 
to move slowly as they cheeked the safety of the 
-mine each-step oPthe way. 

Dy 6:30 p.m., mine olTicials predicted it would be 
_ late Friday night before the missing miners would be 
found. 

The miners, two of 55 in the mine when (he earth- 
quake occurred at 8:26 a.m. Friday, were reported 
missing only after mine officials were able to bring 
the rest of the miners to the surface, said Rick Casey, 
Solvay 's vice president of operations. 

“Everyone was saying 'Yeah, wc think we arc all 
here.'” he said. “It took about three hours. There was 
about u mile and one-half or two to walk. When you 
get to the gathering point, you want to sit and wait 
until you declare somebody is missing." 

Two rescue teams from Solvay cntcrcd'thc mi ne at 
about 3 p.m. Friday. The teams were prevented from 
entering the mines for several hours because of dust 


and high levels of deadly methane gas.. 

Casey said. the ventilation system that usually 
keeps the mine's air clear of methane was domag^ 
by the earthquake. 

The names of the miners were withheld at the re- 
quest of their relatives, but Casey said both were rel- 
otivcly new employees from the Rock Springs-Green 
River area. 

The miners who leR the mine did so on foot be- 
cause of fears that vehicles operated tn the mine 
could ignite the methanb. 

“Fifly-thrcc came out and the ones that come out 
were nrettv-scafcd,'-said AlHams, public infomia- 
. tion ofneer for the Sweetwater County Emergency 
Management Agency. “They were described os be- 
ing pretty shook.” 

Casey said the nine miners sent to Sweetwater 
County Memorial Hospital suffered only minor in- 
juries when they were hit by falling debris during the 
earthquake. A hospital spokesman soid most of the 
workers had been released by 3^30 p.m. 

Trona is the raw material used to moke soda ash. a 
primary element in the manufacture of items includ- 
ing baking soda and glass. 

Wyoming is the world's leading producer of the 
substance. 

The last major earthquake in Wyoming occurred 
about a year' ago in the Star Valley near the Idaho 
border. That temblor was measured at 5.9.

ConUnued from A1 
thousands of job opportunities. 
Combined with a static labor force, 
that pushed the jobless rate back be- 
low the national level for the first 
time in 'two months. 

But analysts .said the January fig- 
ures could change later this month 
once statistical revisions arc made 
to unemployment figures for the 
past several years. Those revisions 
also precluded the calculation of re- 
'gional unemployment rates. 

Nationally, the jobless rate rose 
three-tenths of a point to 5.7 percent 
as the economy produced fewer 
jobs than in any of the previous 1 1 


months. Payrolls increased by just 
134,000, the smallest rise since 
101.000 jobs were created in Jan- 
uory 1994. 

‘'Hie decline in the state jobless 
rate was the largest since the rate 
dropped a full point from 7:7 per- 
cent in December 1987 to 6.7 per- 
cent in January 1988, and it re- 
turned Idaho's rate below the na- 
tional, where it had been for 33 
months before the escalations in 
November and December. 

There were no figures available 
for the Magic Valley from the De- 
partment of Employment. 

It was the first really good news 


for Republican Gov. Phil Batt, 
whose first five weeks in oHlce 
have been plagued by controversy 
over the Fish and Game Commis- 
sion and nuclear 9^astc storage at 
the Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory. 

Total employment hit its highest 
level since May at nearly 565,000 
as 6,000 fewer Idahoans were off 
the job than in December. The im- 
provement in the job picture pushed 
the rate below 6 percent, where it 
had been since the fid! ofTl993.- De-

Stenographer in Simpson case 
perserveres, typos and all 
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Los Angeles Times 

LOS ANGELES — Youthinkpros-- 

ccutor Marcia Clark was upset when 
defense lawyer Johnnie L. Cochran Jr. 
waited until the lost minute to turn over 
the names of more than a dozen new 
witnesses? 

Try sitting in Janet Moxham’s choir. 

Moxhom has a tedious Job to begin 
. with, typing court testimony at a rate 
of 250 w; ords a minute on a stenograph 
muhine no bigger than a loaf of bread. 

But in 15 years of court reporting, 
Moxhom, the lead stenographs on the 
OJ. Simpson double-murdCT trial, has 
never seen the likes of this: Defense 
witnesses with hard-to-spcll ruunes dis- 
closed at the last minute. Lawyers 
interrupting each other too furiously 
for her to'kccp up. And the-dreod of- 
cveryone looking over her shoulder. 

Thanks to new technology, every 
word that Moxhom pounds into the 2^ 
key courthouse stenograph machine is 
instantly transmitted — typos and all 
— to media around the world. 

“Nothing compares to'lhis,” said 
Moxham, who reports to work at 7 am 
and stays until laic in the evening com- 
pleting trial transcripts, with only a few 
hours left for sleep some nights. “With 
all the media attention, it’s intimidating.” 

One of her worst headaches has 
grown out of one of the trial’s most con- 
tentious issues: surprise witnesses men- 
tioned for the first time during opening 
statements by lead defense lawyer 
CocbraiL Moxham had thought she was 
prepared: She’d spent weeks program- 
ming her stenograph machine to auto- 
matically key in the proper filings of 
all thc'case’s major players, including 
anticipated wimcsscs. CcKhran’s surpris- 
es fot^ halo wing it on phonics. 

As a result, she typed the name of 
Mary Anne Gcrchns, a West Los 


Angeles Jeweler who claims she saw

Clinton’s spending plan formally 
goes to Congress on Monday.

R-N.M., hSs 
already suggested a spending ciil 
total of about S340 billion, more 
than i<i/icc what Clinton is propos- 
ing. 

It could all lead to a bidding war 
over spending cuts that would leave 
few government programs or ser- 
vices untouched, with Congress 
readily accepting all the cuts sug- 
gested by the president as well as b^y 
their own leaders. 

Clinion '.s proposals to abolish the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
auction off power marketing admin- 
istrations. sell naval petroleum 
reserves, chop subsidies to Arntnik 
and other moss transit systems and 
consolidate housing programs all 
seem likely to be embraced by the 
Republican-led Congress. 

■They’ve all been proposed before

About the only program that 
seems olT-limtts is- Social Security. 
Both parties hove vowed to leave it 
alone. 

Clinton has extended that protec- 
tion lo Medicare. But Republican 
lawmakers hove made no such 
promise. 

Social Security, veterans’ benefits 
and Medicare account for more than 
half of all domestic spending — and 
if Social Security is left alone, that 
means -large cuts will be needed 
elsewhere.

congressional jeaders. But in those

Tlie battlefield will be over areas 
where Republicans and the White 
House do not agree.

In addition to expected fights on 
Medicare spending, there is likely to 
be a major confrontation on one of 
Clinton’s pet programs; Amcri- 
corps.

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Isr^iel, Arab leaders delay crucial 
decisions for abother day Vmeeting

CAIRO, Egypt — The first sum- 
mit to bring together Israel and its 
Arab peace partners ofTcred some- 
thing for everyone. 

But critical decisions for a lasting 
peace were put off for another day. 

Israel got a declaration on terror- 
ism for I^Bcl, Egypt a r>od toward its 
—goal of a nucIear-fiec-Middle-Eost,' 
and the Palestinians a pledge to 
speed up negotiations on t^tr f&ure. 

But ways to curb attacks on 
. Israelis by Islamic militants, the 
most serious threat to peace, weren’t 
even discussed at Thursday's sum- 
mit. 

“Such meetings cannot discuss 
specific ways and means, but to 
reaffirm our stand against oil kinds 
of violence that would undermine 
-the peace process,’’ Egypt’s. foreign • 
minister, Amr Moussa, said afier the 
five-hour session. 

It was a polite way pf'saying 
nothing concrete was done. 

In the end, the summit may well 
have been more symbolic than prac- 
tical, marking Israel’s ascent as a 
partner in regional politics. 

Israel has long resisted multilater- 
al meeting with its Arab neighbors. 
But televised images of the summit 
— of Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
casually sitting next to Jordan’s 
King Hussein, PLO leader Yasser 
Araiht and Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak — provided dramatic 
proof of the region's fast-changing 
landscape. 

The images were even broadcast 
on Syrian television, and Al-Hayat,

the London-based Arabic daily dis- 
tributed throughout the Middle East, 
displayed a photograph of thpYour 
leaders on its front page. 

Rabin himself was aware of the 
symbolism. While praising a summit 
statement condemning terrorism, he 
said the meeting as a “peace bloc” 
was-more important-than tbe forma}- 
declarations. 

Arafat secured a pledge to speed 
up the negotiations on Palestinian 
autonomy, consider^ crucial if he 
is to salvage his authority^in the 
Gaza Strip and West Bank city of« 
Jericho. 

The expected fruits of the 1993 
Israel-PLO peace accord — jobs and 
independence — have not come 
about, and Arafat has been unable or 
unwilling to craclrdown on Islamic 
extremists who use terrorism to 
undermine the accord even more. 
Their latest blow was a Jon. 22 sui- 
cide bombing that killed 2 1 Isroelis.- 

Israel and the PLO will resume 
talks next week in Cairo, and diplo- 
mats from Egypt, Israel. Jordan and 
the PLO will gather in Washington 
on Feb,. 12 to discuss everything 
from education to a regional 
nuclear-free zone. 

But Arafat’s key demands at the 
summit — an end to the closure 
■clamped on the West Bank and 
Gaza last week and a bolt to expand- 
ing Jewish settlements — were 
hardly addressed, and only then 
peripherally. 

However, the Israeli Cabinet will 
consider this we^end a recommen- 


dation by its security forces to ease 
the closure, which cuts off thou- 
sands of Palestinians from their jobs 
in Israel. ' 

As expected, Arafot's opponents 
were quick to condemn the summit. 

Islamic'Jihad, which claimed 
responsibility for the Jon. '22 bomb- 
ing. said in Al-Hayat that the meet- 
ing was meant to shore up Rabin’s ' 
sagging popularity, “which is stum- 


saders.’’ 

'The four summit leaders agreed to 
back Eg^t’s proposal for a “mutu- 
ally verifiable Middle East zoiie free 
of weapons of moss destruction — 
nuclear, chemical and biological.” 

Egyptian officials have been 
odoi^t that if Israel refuses to sign 
(he Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty. 
Egypt will not renew its commitment 
when the treaty is renegotiated in 
April. Israel has stayed mum oboui 
its nuclear capability, but is believed 
to possess ab^t 200 warheads. 

Egypt’s call has drawn support 
from Libya, Syria and Kuwait. But 
it hv put Egypt at a crossroads with 
its American patrons, who have lob- 
bied bard to line up support for the 
treaty's renewal. 

The statement and the promise of 
future talks may offer Egypt a way to 
sign the Kon-Proliferauon Treaty 
while pointing to Israel's commitment 
to work for a nuclear-free region. 

Of the four leaders, Hussein had 
the least to gain and the least to lose.

DOE eyes ESEL as possible site for nuclear reactor

IDAHO FALLS - To maintain the 
destructive power of America's nuclear 
wcopons, the U.S. Department of Energy 
wonts to build a (ritium-producing nuclear 
- reactor - and is eyeing the Idaho National 
Engineering Laboratory os a possible loca- 
tion. 

The Snake River Alliance says the feder- 
al government cannot justify a new reactor 
- and won’t even rev^ how much tritium 
it already has. The alliance is an Idaho 
nuclear watchdog group. 

Making more tritium would mean more 
federal spending, more radioactive waste 


for long-term storage, ond more tension 
between the U.S. and other nations, an 
olliance spokeswoman said Friday. 

In addition to the INEUsnenr Idaho Falls, 
the Energy Depoftment is pondering four 
other sites in Nevada, Texas, Tennessee 
and South Caroliito. 

-■ INEL-sits atop the Eastern Snake River 
Plain Aquifer, which provides drinking 
water for most of southern Idaho. Highly 
radtosclive waste from U.S. Navy and 
other reactors has been stored there since 
• the mid 1950s. 

According to o-iecendy released “imple- 
mentation plan,” the Energy Department is 
considering several fncthods to produce tri- 
tium - nmpng from heovy and light water 


Duclear reactors, to a high-temperature, 
gas-cooled reactor, to a nuclear accelerator. 

In addition to making new tritium, the 
Energy Department wants to recycle tritium 
recovered from nuclear wcopons, purify it, 
then refill the warheads with a fresh supply. 

Tritium is a rodioat^ve hydrogen isotope 
with a half-life of 12.3 years. Its potency 
decreases as it decays. Tritium is- used to 
increase the explosive power of nuclcor 

bombs. • • 

If no new tritium supply is found by 
2011, federal official^ say ihey’ll have to 
dip into a "strategic reserve” that’s being 
saved for “emcrgeocies and contingencies.”

Medicaid patients 

MOSCOW (AP) — Moscow 
Family Medicine, Latah County’s • 
largest primary he'alth-carc 
nrovider, has annou nce d it no 
longer will accept new patients 
under state Medicaid reimburse- 
ment rates. 

Peter Berger, medical manage- 
ment administrator for Moscow 
Family Medicine, said the cost of 
care for Medicaid recipients has 
increased 2S percent in the last year. 

The seven-physician practice has 
had to write off most of that 
expense, he said, because it is reim- 
bursed only about 60 percent of 
whdt it usually would charge. 

“Wc don’t really want to dp this 
but at the same time we are a busi- 
ness." said Dr. Dan Schmidt, Latah 
County coroner and a physiciofi at 
Moscow Fomily Medicine. 

Berger said the practice would 
still see established Medicaid 
patients, as well os' the poor who arc 
in need of prenatal care and all chil- 
dren. 

He said Moscow Family 
Medicine did not want to be a bou- 
tique clinic caring for the rich and 
healthy, but in oi^er for it to retain 
physicians the practice must ode- 
quately compensate them for their 
work.

“Me said it lunged at him and sank 
its teeth into his thigh. He said he 
screamed like a girl and it let go," 
she said, 

Althou^ .she chased the dog for 90 
mimiie.s, it avoided capture und she 
called off the huni for the night. Bui 
at 12:30 a.m. Thursday, she was noti- 
fied' the dog had bit another person. 

This time, David Dean, 30. said 
he was out walkipg when the dog 
came "out of nowhere" and ran at 
him. 

Fearing u mauling. Dean said he 
dropped to his knees to wrestle with 
the animal and wo.s bitten on the arm 
and scratched on u leg. 

"I was thinking I wasn't going to 
make it home without getting bit some 
more. I was lucky 1 didn’t get bit hard-

Myers said Dean had bile marks 
from elbow to wrist. The animal was 
captured four hours later.

Making a place for everyone 



This wss startling news to me when I sat 
down with Ann Braude, a'professor of 
religious studies at Macalcstcr College in 
St Paul. She has written "Radical Spirits" 
(Beacon Press, $15), which demonstrates 
how Spiritualism gave women the voice 
they needed. to break away from virtual 
slavery. ' 

One of the unwritten rules -for 'women 
before the Civil War (1861-1865) was 
that females could not speak publicly. If^ 
they had something to say to a wide 
audience, they either found a man to , 
make the point or they kept the thought ! 
to themselves. Which meant, of course, | 
that those ideas of liberation that were • 
already festering in women’s minds 
never got expressed. 

But when Spiritualism became the vogue 
in the late 1840s, women not only had a 
reason to speak' in public but also had 
perinUsIon because people, especially men, ' 
believed spirits of the dead were'spealdng 
through women rather than'Wo)nen • 
spe^ng their oya tluu#ts. Braude^nys . . 
'tnde were 200 vfornen bdfbftThf Pvil War 
who traveled the United States and nude 
their living convincing audiences that they 
could go into trances and that the dead 
would speak through them.. 

During ihose.long speeches, the early 
Spiritualists challenged the very 
foundations of a:culturc designed by men 
for their own comfort ^-po'wer. The first 
Spiritualists, Braude says, were "ihcologial 
— anarchists'l.bccausc.ibey challenged- - 
vinually every ouihority arid did it with the ~ 
credibility of the angels. . 

"Spiritualism allowed. women to cut 
through the authority of the chupch, clergy, 
e.ven the Bible," Braude says.. "They 
challenged slave holders' power over 
slaves, husbands’ over wivcs.lt was a 
tnuisitional moment in women finding their 
own voice.” 

, This group of women were a fivcly and 
interesting bunch. Susan B. Anthony was a 
Spiritualist who used the religion to push 
her views on women's suffrage. When 
women were finally allowed to vote in 
1919, die primary voices that hod called for 
that change in law were the popular trancc- 
speaking women of the late and early 

... ZOihccnmrics. ; 

And they drew on influential crowd that 
included novelists, poets, well-heeled ' 
businessmen, journalists and even 
politicians, including Abraham Lincoln and 
, his wife, Mary Todd Lincoln, who believed 
she could communicate with bCr dead son, 
Willie. , * ■ ■ • 

In some cases, the Spiritualists railed 
against marriage and advocated free love. 
One popular Spiritualist speaker. Victoria 
Woo^uli. tried to mount a campaign for 
president 

They held seances for small groups. In 
camp meetings and conceit halls, women 
in trances claimed that spirits spoke 
through thern. They drew thousantk of 
listeners, and their speeches almost 
always contained some' message about . 
women’s liberation. 

! Cora Hatch, a I7-ycar-old beauty, was an 
in^l sensation in New Yprit City, where 
crowds filled. concert halls to hear her 
message from the-hcavcnly realm. One 
popular writer of the day, Nathaniel Parker 
Willis, attended one of Hatch’s appearances 
and sent her name across the United States' 
through the magazine Home Journal. He 
dedicated most of the article to describing 
Hatch’s fetching beauty and her angcMikc 
demeanor on the stage. 

In fact, the trance speakers were some of 
the most popular entertainers during a time 
when the nation was on the brink of civil 
. war. 

The surprising thipg is that it took 
nearly 150 years for women to gdin 
freedom, and what's even more startling, 
some religious people are still fighting' ' 
.against feminism.

Survey tackles eternal question: 
Your money or your spiritual life?

NEW YORK — Jesus said no one can 
serve the* dual masters of God and 
money, but he has not convinced a 
majority of well-off Americans. 

In a national survey on faith and 
finances, nearly two-thirds of lower- 
'income Americans agreed with Jesus' 
'admonition,. but less than half of the 
respondents earning more than $50,000 
agreed. 

Meanwhile, poorer Americans were 
most likely to count their financial 
blessings, ask God for guidance on 
financial affairs and believe their 
finoncial situation is a reflection of 
God's regard for them. 

The findings show that while church 
leaders are oflen stereotyped as being 
preoccupied .with money, in practice 

- many clergy ore uncomfortable with the 
topic and avoid it, sa'id a leading 
researcher on religious giving. 

"I think basically, in oiir society, the 
church has. not provided a constructive 
agenda, or even a theological context, 
for money," said Sylvia Ronsvalle of 
the Champaign, III. -based research, 
organization empty tomb inc. "People 
don't know what a biblical approach to 
money is.” 

'A random somple of 1,000 people 
were interviewed by. telephone in the 
faith and money survey conducted last 
fall by Louis Harris & Associates for 

- the Minneapolis-based Lutheran 
Brotherhood, a nonprofit insurance and 

—financial services company. The survey 
h£d a margin of error of plus or minus 
three points. 

Louise Thoreson, vice president of the 
brotherhood’s charitable programs, said 
the survey showed faith influences the way 
' many Americans approach their finances. 

The poll found 81 percent of 
Americans; including 86 perchil with 


wisdom is everchanging and that 
revelation is continuous. 

“In the end," according to the Unitarian 
Universalist Association, "religious 
authority lies not in a book or person or 
institution, but in ourselves.” 

"We appeal to people who long' ago 
gave up on the idea of organized religion,” 
said Julie Fanselow, a Unitarian who was 
raised in the Lutheran, church. “In my 
teeos, I stoned hoving questions because I 
really wanted to live a good life, but I 
couldn’t believe everything 1 had been 
told.” 

Fanselow, with Monica Tognetti, stoned

In findings rcsonont of Scriptural 
passages, a s'ubstqptiol gulf emerged 
between richer ond poorer Americans in 
their attitudes toward money. 

Numerous passages in the Bible worii 
against- placing too much emphasis on 
possessions. In a famous saying in the 
Gospel of Mork. at the end of o parable- 
in which a rich man rejects the faith 
rather than ^vc his money to the poor, 
Jesus says "it is cosier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle than for 
someone wbo is rich to- enter the 
. kingdom of God.” 

In the Gospels ofi.uke and Matthew, 
Jesus says pointedly thot ho one can 
• serve two masters: "You cannot serve 
God ond wealth." ' 

In response to a survey question 
framed in the biblical longuage, 65 
percent of both the lower-income and 
middle-income respondents agreed with 
the statement- **You cannot serve both 
God and money." Forty-sevtfh percent 
of the respondenu coming more than 
$50,000 agreed, while 48 percent 
disagreed. . 

More than three-quarters of thc.Iower- 
income respondents also agreed that the 
love of money is the root of all evil. 
Half of the high-income respondents 
disagreed, ' ,

Latter-day Saints.

John Ogiivic, the Hollywood minister 
elected as U.S. Senate chaplain lost 
week, is the target of a lawsuit by a 
woman who claims he talked her out 
of having an abonion after she become 
pregnant by on elder in Ogilvic’s 
church, then refused to counsel her 
further despite her attempt at suicide. 

Elisobeth Sorei, 29. claims that 
Ogilvie assigned her to elder ClifTord 
H. Wodslcy, 44. "for “spiritual 
counseling" and that when she become 
pregnant, Ogiivic told her to give the 
child to Woosicy and his wife to raise. 
Sarct gave birth to the child she had 
witli Woostey in Febcuaiy 1994. 

Ogiivic said in a telephone interview 
Monday that he did counsel the 
pregnant Saret and wo.s “saddened by 
her situation. But some of the things 
she has said ore not true.” 

The lawsuit was filed in Los 
Angeles, Superior Court on Jan. 6. two 
weeks before Ogilvie was nominated 
to the Senate post by Majority Leader 
. Robert J. Dole, R-Kim. Sard is suing 
Ogiivic. Woosley and the First 
Presbyterian Church of Hollywood, 
which Og i I vie pastors; fo r fraud and 
intentional infijetion of emotional 
distress. 

Ogilvie said he did not mention the 
lawsuit in applying ond interviewing 
for the chaplaincy position because "I 
did not know the content of the 
tfccusaiions:' I felt it would be 
confusing at that point to-bring it up.” 
He said he knew there was to be a 
lawsuit only because of a telephone 
inquiry from a reporter at the National . 
Law Journal. As of.Mondoy, Ogilvie 
.said he has not been served with legal 
papers. 

Ogilvie, 64, is scheduled to assume 
(he duties of chaplain on March 13. 
The chaplain opens most Senate 
sessions with a two-minute prayer and 
~ts available to counsel the senators and 
the Senote’s 6.000 .staff members. A 
six-member search committee of 
senators chose Ogiivic from a pool of 
206 candi^tes for the SI 15.700-o-ycar 
post. 

Ogilvie is the host of u daily radio 
shbw_and a nationally .syndicated 
television show. His Presbyterion 
church, with more than 3.500 
members, is one of the denomination’s 
largest. 

Saret worked ns a clerk for 
Woosley's Los Angeles law firm. In a 
companion lawsuit filed last 
November, Saret is suing Woosicy mid 
his firm! Gilbert, Kelly. Crowley & 

. Jennett, for sexual harassment and 
wrongful termination. Her attorney 
would not comment. 

Ogiivic says that Woosicy and Saret 
met in the workpladb and not through 
the church. Sard is not a member of 
Ogilvic's church but had attended 
services there, Ogilvie said. He said 
that he counseled her because he knew 
.she was involved romantically with 
Wodslcy. who resigned as a-churc,h 
elder. .1 . ' 

Bccaasc Ogilvic's church has a full- 
time pastor of counseling in addition to 
a fiill-tirnc psychologist, he does not 
assign people to elders for spiritual 
guid^cc, he said. He said be could not 
divulge what he told Sard during their 
appointment, but said that his general 
practice islo inform someone pregnant 
and in crisis of their-options to either 
keep the child, give it up for adoption, 
or have an abortion. Saret kept the 
child. 

Sen. Mark O. Hatfield, R-Orc., who 
chaired the search committee for the, 
chaplain's job. spoke to Ogiivic at 
length Monday and recommended that 
he make known the facts of the ease, 
the choplain-eled said. ’ '

Parting is su c h sweet sorrow 


for priest, N.Y. congregation

NEW YORK — Inside St. Brigid's 
Church on the Lower East Side, 
parishioners wept as “Padre Jorge" 
preached his farewell sermon. 

Across the street in Tompkins 
Squorc Park, the site of frequent 
clashes between police and 
demonstrators. Icalhcr-jackclcd 
anarchists said they, loo, would'miss 
the Rev. George Kuhn. 

Kuhn. 0 Roman Catholic priest, 
spent his eight years at St. Brigid’s 
feeding squatters, championing a 
propos^ shelter for people with AIDS 
ond .generally making himself 
unpopular with outboritics. 

For a man dubbed "firebrand cleric" 
in 0 tabloid headline, he seemed mild- 
itionncrcd as he ccicbrolcd his final 
Moss there on Jon. 1 5. 

Wearing thick glasses and green 
vcsuncnt.s. the 56-ycor-oId priest come 


down from the Iccicm and delivered 
his homily in the aisle, in Spanish, 
surrounded by worahipera. 

He said the church is not immune 
from racism: "The most segregated 
hour of the week is II aim. on 
Sunday, because everyone goes to 
their own church.” 

This did not appear to be true at St. 
Brigid’s, where black and Puerto 
Rican parishioners mingled with a 
sprinkling of orange-haired punks. 

Most stayed after the service to kiss 
' Kuhn goodbye. 

When Kuhn came to Sl Brigid's in 
1986, he already had four arrests — 
for onti-wor and onti-nuclcor protests 
— under his clerical collar. Once 
there, he was arrested several more 
times for crossing a police barricade to 
feed squatters who had taken over on 
abandoned school. 

Someone asked Kuhn about his 
boss. Cardinal John O’Connpr, who 


had turned 75 that day and offered his 
resignation — routine in such cases, 
and not immcHiately accepted — to 
the Vatican. 

"Every time I’ve been arrested 
down here, he’s called and said, 'Ri^t 
on.’" Kuhn said. 

Not everyone has been so 
supportive: Parks Commissioner 
Henry Stem said Kuhn’s departure “is 
definitely on event to celebrate.” 

“TTic Rev. Kuhn, who is a fine man, 
always allied himself with the 
homeless and drug users and other 
people who were trying to take over 
Tompkins Square Park,” Stem said “I 
susp^ hb’ll do fine work elsewhere, 
where there’s not an urban park.” 
Whatever Stem might wish for, 
Kuhn is not being removed froth St 
Brigid's because of his activism; it is 
just time for him to move on. He will 
take a 3- to 6-month sabbatical before 
BcCcpli^S 0 few pastoral assigment.

Book puts ’90s spin 
on Jesus Chfist’s life 


Lee Sirobcl is a walking, talking 
irony. 

He's an ex-journalist wlio onec 
turned liis back on the Chicago 
Tribune’s fast track to run a small- 
town newspaper. A former atheist 
who became an assistant pastor at 
Willow Creek Community Church, 
a non-denominational church in 
South Barrington, 111., that’s one of 
the largest in the country. A pastor 
• who shuns the "reverend” lug — 
"just Lee," he says — at a church 
that tells visitors (many of whom 
aren’t Christians) to Ignore the col- 
lection plate. — this rock-inflected, 
humor-infected service is on the 
house. And he's also an author 
whose book about Jesus is attract- 
ing attention far afield from the 
stained-glass crowd. 

Norlong-ngorStrobclis-bchind-ir 
microphone in downtown Chicago 
to be grilled by listeners on "The 
Catherine Johns Show" on W.LS 
radio. His book, "What Jesus 
Would Say" (Zondervan), has the 
audacity to suggest what would 
happen if Jesus had chats, with the 
likes of Madonna (the singer, not 
his mom), Bill Clinton, Rush 
Linibaugh and Bart Simpson. 

"Jesus was unpredictable," said 
Strobel a couple of weeks later in 
the dining room of his northwest 
suburban home. "He was always 
saying the unexpected." 

In that vein, it could be said that 
Strobel's new book is chock-full of 
tales of the unexpected. The very 
title i.s raising a few eyebrows — 
and hackles. In exploring wiml he 
thinks Jesus would say to modern 
celebriiie.s, Strobel is .striving to 
make religion relevant to a cynical 
conicmpontry world. But isn’t pur- 
porting to speak for God a bit. 
ahem, pre.sumpiuous’? ' 

"I*irst of all.” Strobel say.s. ‘Tm 
not pretending to have divine reve- 
lation from God on whni Jesus 
would say lb .these people.. 


Whenever a preacher gets into the 
pulpit on Sunday, what's he doing? 
He's in effcci saying, 'This^s what 
I'bclievc Jc.sus would tell us today 
about our life circumstariecs.' 
Where docs he get that informa- 
tion? He gels it by rending the Bible • 
and seeing whul Je^us taught." 

As far as Madonna is concerned, 
Strobel says he thinks Jesus “would, 
scc by her owrl admission that it’.s 
her sense of medlocrityand'hcr* 
desire to overcome (hut that’s dri- 
ving her — iVs a self-esteem issue." 

Jesus, opines Strobel, would look 
beyond Madonna the media icon to 
sec Madonna the person, someone 
who lost her mother at a young age 
and who wa^imcd ofTby the trap- 
pings oftraQ^hal religion. 

If people have a less than com- 
passionate concept of God. Strobel 
lays the blame at his qwn jloor. He 
■blamcs'cvangclicalChristiahsr-^ 

"In many ways, it's become an 
. us-vcrsus-tliem mentality," he .says. 
“A lot of Christians become insular 
and rail against those iti disagree- 
ment;" 

Tod often, Strobel says. 
Christians are like (he goofy neigh- 
bors on "The Simpsons." On a 
recent episode, he relates, “the 
neighbor was gone for a while. 
When Homer and Marge saw her. 
they said, ‘Where have you been?’ 
And she said, '‘I’ve been at a 
Christian camp learning to he more 
judgmcnial.'" 

Tlie Fox canoon has been a light- 
ning rod for criticism, and that 
hasn't been limited to the Christian 
crowd. Some schools and libraries, 
you might recall, once banned Bart 
Simpson T-.shirts. 

But Strobel says Bart isn't afraid 
to drop the formalities and "gel 
real" with God, 

In one episode, Bart was in dan- 
ger of flunking out of the 4th grade. 
He had to pass a le.st he hadn't stud- 
ied for. So he asked for a one-duy 
reprieve. He prayed: "Ttiis is hope-

Strobel remembers a different 
side, and the view from inside 
wasn't pretty.

He remembers the cavalier way 
he'd interview crime victims and 
parents whose children had died, 
'thinking only of his byline and 
never of their pain.

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Redemption is possible, even \yith murder

CHICAGO — In "1 Want to 
Tell Vou." O.J. Simpsoft indi- 
cates he has devoted much time 
of late to Bible reading, prayers 
with evangelist Rosey Grier and 
discussions about scripture with 
Paula Barbieri, a model who has 
posed in the altogether for 
Playboy and whom Simpson 
di;8cribcs as "very spiritual." 

TKesc revul.itions are not sur- 
prising. People in trouble often 
turn lu God. 

"For many of us. our backs had 
to be up against the wall before 
God got our atteniicsn," says the 
Rev. MarvitV'C. Mannr, chaplain 
at the state juvenile correctional 
institution in St. Charles. 111. 

A former heroin user who 
served time in prison at Statevilic 
for drug possession and armed 
robbery before a conversion 
experience outside the walls. 
Manar opines: ‘Til bet O.J. has 
called God many times these last 
months. You might see a conver- 
sion out of him before it’s over." 

Jailhoiise conversions typically 
occur when an inmate confesses 
his crime, repents and vows to 
lead a new life. 

Simpson, of course, maintains 
his innocence, so such a scenario 
now seems remote.

exprcsse.s remorse and is forgiven 
under the tenets of Christianity, 
some will question not only his 
sincerity but also the matter of 
forgivcnc.ss itself. 

Arc there no limits? Isn't for- 
giveness an affront to victims? 
How can we know redemption is 
real? 

The story of Vaughan Booker 
drumuiically addresses these con- 
cerns. ■ ■ ■ . ■ • 

Growing up in Philadelphia, 
Booker was an Baglc Scout, an 
altar boy. a track star in high 
school. 

At 18. he married Annabeilc 
Banks; they had two children and 
a troubled marriage undermined 
by his drinking and philandering. 

In 1967, when he was 25, hiS' 
wife told him she had been seeing 
a man who was the true father of 
their 1-ycar/oId son, A skilled 
archer. Booker killed her with 
five metal-tipped arrows." - 

Flash forward to June 17. 1992. 
That's when Booker was 
ordained an Episcopal. priest; 
today, he's rector of Wcadc 
Memorial Church in Alexandria, 
Va. 

You can trace his transforma- 
tion in "From Prison to Pulpit: 
My Road to Redemption." He 
wrote the book to show others 
there is hope, no matter what they 


have done. 

Scntenced'to life for first- 
degree murder, he was befriended 
by an Episcopal priest, received a 
college degree, was ordained a 
deacon, had his sentence com- 
muted, was paroled in 1982, 
became a Xerox salesman and 
entered a seminary in 1989. 

Booker says he was inspired by 
Moses. -King David and St. Paul, 
chose'n by God despite (heir 
involvement In killing. 

"These stories showcd_me_ihat 

people cun change, that all things, 
arc possible through God.'no 
matter how deeply mired we may 
be in our sin or our guilt or our 
anger. 1 made a decision to repent 
and accept my punishment. Some 
people want to hear remorse in 
my voice; they want to see me 
beating my chest and wearing 
sackcloth. But it’s been 28 years, 
and wounds heal." 

So forgiveness has no limits? 

“Fundamentally, there is noth- 
ing God could not forgive. There 
is nothing so horrible that we can 
do that God cannot bring redemp- 
tion out of it." says Paula Datsko 
Barker, assistant profc.ssor of his- 
torical theology at Seabury- 
Wcstcni Theological Seminary in 
Evanston. 

She says; "The doctrine of 
redemption is grounded in the 
crucifixion .and resurrection. 
When people ask if there is any- 
thing that can't be forgiven, 1 
think of Christ on the cross offer- 


ing forgiveness to his murderers. 
The resurrection is an affirmation 
that in fact God can bring life out' 
of the worst death-giving we cun 
do." 

We must still employ discern- 
ment in affirming the authenticity 
of any particular claim of 
redemption, she says. Booker 
.seems to pass the test. She soys: 
"You look for a changed way of 
life That has endured over a long 
period of time and involves con- 
nec tions and service to others 

Should victims and their fami- 
lies forgive? 

Walter Wangerm, who teaches 
theology at Valparaiso 
University, has said: "You do not 
have to forgive to mointain your 
Christian identity or your spiritu- 
al relationship to God. 1 counsel 
sexually abused young women. 1 
see how angry they arc, when 
someone tells them they must for- 
give their abusers. Forgiveness 
must be freely given. It is a mar- 
velous gift God empowers us to 
give.” 

• And Thomas Parker, who 
teaches theology at McCormick 
Theological Seminary: “Forgive- 
ness does not wipe away (he past. 
Victims need to express anger, 
but forgiveness is essential in not 
allowing a tragedy to dominate 
you."
